We are, perhaps, inclined to-belittle the 
earnestuéss of the religious feeling during 
the early years of the eighteenth century, 
but these answers show that there was 
certainly some life in the Dublin Diocese. 
We can rend between the lines and see 
signs of parochial jealousies and disputes, 
Mr. Everard and Mr. Croker were 
evidently fully conscious of their good 
work. It is interesting to note that 


the pulpit and font referred to are those 


still in use, and that the list of silver 
vessels, as given at this date, corresponds 
with those still in the church. The 
churches of St. Michan and St. Paul have 
preserved without loss their Communion 
silver for over two hundred years.

HOUSING. 
In housing, out of the 1,100,000 houses

The housing problem is on the road -to solu- 
tion, and when we go back again next June 
or July we shall be able to go full steam 
ahead with slum clearance.

ELECTRICITY. 

We hear very little to-day about the Elec- 
tricity Act, but the contracts are beginniry 
to be put out, and in a time not too far 
distant cheap electricity will be available 
from one end of the country to the other. 
We have given the franchise to women. 
We found agriculture enjoying a fifty per 
cent. relief of the rates; we increased it to 
seventy-five, and we are now legislating for 
total relief. We have passed a Credits Act; 
we have encouraged the growth and manu- 
facture of sugar t; we have passed Acts 
for the grading and marketing of produce, 
just as we have pa&sed the Merchandise Marks 
Act for the industry of this country, ‘which 
has been taken advantage of by an increasing 
number of industries. , k 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in spite 
of the unparalleled financial disasters of 1926, 
has succeeded in maintaining the credit of 
the country, in balancing his Budget, and in 
making certain welcome reductions of taxation 
to large sections of the community. 
We see in the country to-day a spirit oí 
greater confidence, not only confidence in our 
own country, but confidence in our old ability 
to ‘weather the storms that may come upon 


us. 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


We have got to remember with regard to 
unemployment that the most serious place 
where unemployment exists is in the coal 
mines, and that the only thing that can be 
done for the men in that trade out of work is 
to obtain employment in other industries, 
whether it be in this country or overseas, 
because within reasonable time at least it 
seems improbable that they can get work 
agajn in their old employment of coal mining. 
I am hopeful, at least, that the beginnings 
of a move may be made from these derelict 
districts, and there need be,. at an rate, a 
new feeling of hope in the breasts of the men 
who live in those districts when they see the 
helping hand at least is being held out to 
them,

TARIFFS.

BRAZILIAN SCIENTIST’S 
CLAIM.

That water can be used as fuel is the 
revolutionary claim made by Dr... Walter 
von Hohenau, a Brazilian scientist, who 
States. that as the result’ of thirty’ years’ 
research he has discovered a practical 
method of using water as fuel at a fraction 
of the cost of present fuels. 

“I. am not out to: destroy the coal 
industry,” said Dr. von Hohenau to a 
Press Association reporter; “ but my dis- 
covery may lead to the end of the use’ of 
coal as a fuel. Coal will only be useful 
for the chemicals it contains. These at 
present are largely wasted.’’ ' 


A SECRET PROCESS. | 

Briefly, the claim of Dr. von. Hohenau 
is that he is able, by a secret process of 
subjecting water to electro-magnetic 
vibrations of great frequency, to release 
large volumes of hydrogen, and further to 
extract hydrogen from the separated 
oxygen. He claims that the energy 
required to do this is infinitesimal, smaller 
tharr:the energy which the hydrogen would 
produce. 

“I am working, with a voltage of only 
from 10 to 26 volts,” Dr. von Hohenau 
said, ‘‘ but with an alternation producing 
from 800,000 to six million vibrations a 
second. For every unit of horse-power 
used in my machine, working on . low 
vibrations, I can release’ sufficient 
hydrogen gas from water to create heat 
units equivalent to 265 horse-power. 
When high alternations are used the heat 
units obtained from every horse-power of 
energy expended are equivalent to 779 
horse-power,

PASSENGER CABINS BUILT

The Berliner Tageblatt publishes three 
letters, stated to have been written by the 
former Kaiser to Von Biilow, the German 
Foreign Seeretary, before and during the 
Boer War, at a time when an Anglo- 
German alliance was being discussed, 

From one of them it appears that the 
| Kaiser, who at one time sent an encovrag- 
ing telegram to President Kruger, at 
another moment cherished the hope that 
German mediation would be invited and 
that England would “ receive South Africa 
from me,” | 

The first letter, dated August 22nd, 
1808, runs :'— 


British where I want them. Yesterday, in 
the course of a very detailed and serious, as 
well as candid, conversation with Bir Frank 
Lascelles [at that time Ambassador in Berlin] 
he told me that Chamberlain's alliance pro- 
posal was now changed to a defensive 
alliance. {The article which solemnly 
engages England to come to our aid with 
every available means on land and water in 
case we are attacked by two Powers at once.] 
He wants us to do the same in case England 
is attacked by two Powers at once. 

Now that sounds very different from April, 
when the idea was: You are to kick Russia 
out of China for us. This surprising change, 
which, for us, comes very near to Bismarck’s 
celebrated re-insurance with Russia, is a mast 
aeceptable basis; and the ardent efforts of 
the excellent Lascelles are to thank for it, 
At last an Englishman has succeeded. in 
making it clear to the English that their 
specious—mighty in their eyes—inestimable 
offer of help has not for us the worth they 
attach to it. It has now become clear ta 
them that we are not to be had for a “kick'' 
against Russia. 

A year later, on August 9th, 1809, the 
former Kaiser wrote that “the English 
Premier’’ had done a “most astonishing, 
though not surprising, thing.” 

‘Three weeks ago, full of attentions and 
requests for a talk with me. Now just the 
opposite. I take that for a sign that hig old 
woman has recovered and is directing him. A 
wind seems to be fluttering the British petti- 
coats, which blows dead against me and my 
efforts. It is, nevertheless, pleasant to con- 
template the impression that would be made 
on the European promenaders if we were to 
greet Mile. Gallia and she were to shift her 
parasol to the other side, bow, and stay a 
moment talking te ua,’’ 

On March lith, 1900, the Kaiser was in 
Heligoland, and wrote :— 

The Boers are all in, and so, apparently, 
& the British, who don't pursue them. 

ith arms it may take a long time before 
Pretoria is reached or taken. Symptoms in 
other parts of the world, especially Russia 
and France, and, before all, the sharp accen- 
tuation.of anti-British feeling on the part 
of the Czar, personally, also give ground for 
thought. ‘It all goes to show that John Bull, 
if he finds someone’ whom he trusts; will 

bly turn. to them. “He won't submit 
imself to. Bussia or te Frasée. There re- 
mains only the Triple Alliance. That would 
be best, if we can carry it through. 

In anticipation, I recently intimated to Sir 
Frank that I naturally accept—and our trad- 
ing circles would cordially welcome—that 
England should aequire the Republic, under 
one form or another. I just mentioned that 
if would be as well if a corner were found 
in the flag for the Boer colours, etc. 

Further, we must have the guarantee that 
there will be no further threat of war, Eng- 
land, the paramount Power—that suits me 
and suits London, If London is inclined 
towards mediation, therefore, at least, it 
knows what.it has to expect from us, If it 
turns to us tant mieug, then. my aim will 
be reached and England will receive South 
Africa from me. la! ‘You can picture 
the consequence for yourself.

the slightest as a concession either to 
golfers or American millionaires. The pro- 
pé golf links would, no doubt, extend 
nto the foreground of thís matchless view 
and would to some extent mar its beauty. 
The average keen golfer would be just as 
happy at Malahide as at Killarney; for 
scenery is a matter of very minor importance 
to him. Why, then should we disfigure this 
beantiful bit of park-land on his account? 
Tf he to visit Killarney, then let 
him leave his pet hobby alone for once, and 
interest himself in other things: With 
regard to the millionaires’ hotel, the danger 
is that the work would not be done artisti- 
eally, and that the hotel would prove ts be 
a huge and ugly erection, like those which 
disfigure some of the loveliest landscapes in 
Switzerland. It would, indeed, be 
disastrous if this’ were allowed to happen. 

As to the proposal to “speed up ” the 
cireular trip, is there any,real need that it 
should be done in quicker time than. at 
present ? 
whole day devoted to it, and will the tourist 
be able to view the scenery so well, when 
travelling at the faster speed, as he can at 
present? It may be conceded that motor 
cars might, perhaps, be used with advantage 
as far as the entrance to the Gap, as a good 
deal of this part of the route is only mode- 
rately interesting: — Also the road through 
the Gap might well be improved sufficiently 
to make it safe for a small motor; but it 
would be most. undesirable to make it into 
a regular motorists’ high road, Apart from 
the ugliness of such a road, its surface 
would necessarily be of that kind which is 
the pet abomination of the walker, who 
surely is entitled to be considered, even in 
these degenerate days. The proposed elec- 
tric launches on the Middle and Lower 
Lakes would surely lack the charm of the 
rowing boats, and would whirl the tourist 
along much too fast for him to be able pro- 
perly to enjoy the exquisite scenery around 
him. What lover of Nature would wish to 
hurry down the Killarney Lakes, except for 
some urgentreason? Moreover, it is not pro- 
bable that the picturesque old Brickeen 
Bridge would have to be interfered with 
to admit of the passing of these launches? 
I certainly think that the traveller would 
lose much more than he would gain by being 
eonveyed through the Gap and the Lakes at 
a much faster speed than the present. 

By far the worst part of the scheme is 
the proposal with regard to mountain rail- 
ways. No mountain-lover who has stood on 
the lonely and unspoilt top of Mangerton, 
and reverently enjoyed the great prospect 
around, can contemplate otherwise than with 
dismay the idea of its being reduced to the 
condition of the summit of the Rigi. What 
does the average tourist who ascends a 
mountain by railway care either for the 
mountain or for the view from its summit? 
His motive in making the ascent is partly 
the novelty of the undertaking, but mainly 
to be able te say that he has “ done ” it, 
and to send picture-postcards te his friends 
from the top. It is no use pretending that 
Mangerton would not be vulgarised by 
making a railway up it and building a hotel 
on the summit. Of course it would be, 
Because the Swiss have not scrupled to 
desecrate some of their finest scenery in 
this. kind of way, in order to make money, 
is that any reason why Irishmen should 
ollow their bad ra sol What has been 

ppening in Switzerland for many years 
ast is that, owing to vulgarisation, the 
principal centres have become more and more 
he happy hunting-ground of the najsy 
jripper, and less and less frequented. by 
eople of discrimination and taste. The 
Litter now spend their holidays in places 
“off the beaten track,” leaving to the crowd 
the famous resorts which formerly they de- 
lighted to visit, but which now have Jost 
their charm. Exactly the same thing will 
happen at Killarney if this scheme is car- 
ied out. The trippers will come, spend 
their money, and litter the top of Manger- 
ton with papers and orange-peel, but true 
lovers of the place will prefer to keep away. 
to the people of Killarney want this to 
be ! 

MT this roposed tampering with the lakes 
and mountains is to be prevented, then all 
who object to it must say so in no uncertain 
voice.

objects,”

. COUNCILLOR WALKS OUT. 

Councillor Pierce seconded. He proceeded 
to quote voluminously from the Collins Re- 
port, and though invited by the Lord Mayor 
to confine his remarks to the terms of the 
amendment, he persisted in reading extracts. 
“This,” he declared, “is an attempt to 
establish a ministry with all the monetary 
powers associated therewith,’ and depre- 
cated any attempt to introduce - Mussolini 
methods. You will see a public meeting 
before long to denounce the attitude of the 
Corporation on this question. 

Councillor Pierce also prophesied a plebis- 
cite of the ratepayers. 

Cries of ‘“‘ Vote’’ were raised, and the 
Lord Mayor asked the voice of the meeting, 
when Councillor Pierce demanded: ‘‘ Won't 
ou allow free discussion? If you will not I 
will leave the chamber.” 

Gathering up his papers, the Councillor 


indignantly exclaimed : ‘‘ It’s an outrage, and 
I'll leave the chamber.”’ 

He then walked out of the Council 
Chamber. 


On a poll, the amendment was defeated by 
13 voting for and 15 against. Councillor 
Midgley gave notice that, in view of the 
small attendance, he would raise the ques- 
tion at the monthly meeting. The recom- 
mendation in its original form was passed. 

The proceedings shortly afterwards ter- 
minated. But before the Council rose Alder- 
man Byrne inquired would the bill to be pro- 
moted be submitted to the Council for dis- 
cussion before Parliament.

The Rotarians in Killarney had another 
pleasant experience to-day. After a meeting 
in the Great Southern , at which 

were read by Dr. J. W. Renshaw, of Belfast, 
and Mr. Charles E. Jacob, of Dublin, they 
drove in mete = | open motor cars to Parkna- 
silla. Those who for the first time saw the 
scenery of Killarney as they drove along the 
winding road by the lakes, and under the 
shadow of the mountains, were unable to 
suppress their admiration of it. ‘ Why,” 
they asked, “ should the Irish people seek 
holiday enjoyments in foreign lands, while 
they have so many unsurpassable attractions 
at home? ” . 

At Parknasilla, Miss Millard, the man- 
ageress of the hotel, had made complete 
arrangements for their entertainment. After 
luncheon the visitors explored the district, 
the picturesque delights of which they thor- 
oughly enjoyed. On the return journey 
rain interfered with the view of mountain 
and lake, but all were loud in their praise 
of the outing. 

At the conference in the morning, Mr. 
Charles McGloughlin presided. Dr. John W. 
Renshaw (Belfast) read a paper in which he 
said that one of the commonest questions put 
to every Rotarian was: ‘‘What was the object 
of Rotary Clubs? ” and most outsiders and 
many Rotarians thought that it was simply 
a luncheon club. e answer was that 
Rotary was a body of men organised to give 
service. It was, therefore, primarily a service 
elub, for the development of individual 
service, Service must manifest itself in four 
directions—personally,*through the individual 
member; communally, by the club, through 
its members, to the community; nationally, 
by the linking up of clubs with the wider 
community of the country and the nation; 
internationally, by the linking up of the clubs 
of the various countries so as to render ser- 
vice to the world family of nations. 

One of the first dufies of a Rotary club 
was to educate its members in true Rotary 
principles of action. It must make the highest 
ideals prominent, and endeavour to develop 
them in connection with the life of every 
member. The member should, by a gradual 
process of self-discipline, lose sight of the 
fallacy of others, and acquire as guiding prin- 
ciple in life the idea of service by self in 
and through others. Membership of a Rotary 
club, by giving the individual an opportu- 
nity of meeting men of occupations other 
than his own, tended to widen his outlook 
and increase his capacity for service. 


A BELFAST INSTANCE. 

The existence of a Rotary club in any com- 
munity should develop the civic conscience. 
‘There should be no civic apathy where a real 
live Rotary club existed. It was the most 
effective watch committee that any commu- 
nity could have. They had a Rotary club in 
Belfast—a real live one. As those who read 
the newspapers were aware, they were in a 
bit of a mess in Belfast with regard to the 
Corporation. A good deal of that condition 
of things would not have come to the front 
but for the Rotary club. It was the Rotary 
club that set the ball rolling, and it was a 
Rotarian who was responsible for the first 
step in the investigation othe affairs of the 
Belfast Corporation. The opportunities for 
club action of this sort were numerous, 
Every club should mate it its business to 
find out in its own district the needs of the 
community and should then address itself to 
the problems of dealing with those needs. 

Party politics were taboo in a Rotary 


club, but the general welfare of the 
community was inextricably linked up 
and interwoven with that of the kindred 


communities in the country. Many big prob. 
lems that ought not to be allowed to become 
the playthings of the party politician were 
calling for consideration and solution—the 
relation of master and man, of Capital and 
Labour; the problems of unemployment, of 
infant mortality, of the physical and moral 
health of the community, of city planning, 
of playing fields anc many others. The club 


these problems by discussion, experiment and 
practical assistance. What was required 
was not so much an extension of Rotary, as 
the intensifying of its spirit where it already 
existed. 

After a brief discussion, in which the ad- 
dress was highly commended, the Chairman, 
Mr. McGloughlin, said that the paper was 
of such importance that he undertook to have 
it printed and circulated at his own expense. 


VOCATIONAL SERVICE. 


Mr. Charles E. Jacob, Dublin, in a paper 
on ‘“‘ Vocational Service,” said that durin 
the past twenty or thirty years industria 
life had been lifted to a higher plane than 
before. In the past, able pioneers of factory 
life planned and worked with zeal, and they 
reaped a great harvest; but one now saw that 
they lacked what was necessary—the vision of 
men, women and young persons who had to 
tend the machines living healthy and happy 
lives. The desire for profit and the develop- 
ment of business, regardless of the condition 
of those who were producing the wealth, was 
too often to be found. When one thought of 
the long, toilsome hours that even children 
had to work, day after day, poorly nourished 
and in grimy surroundings, it was no wonder 
that one was amazed at the want of sympathy 
and consideration shown. . 

One of the tasks of Rotary was to raise 
the tone and conditions of commercial life, 
and to strive so that their motto, ‘Service 
before self,’’ might become a guiding rule in 
it. He hoped that this confernce would set 
them all thinking as to what each of them 
could do to improve and brighten the lot of 
those working for them; for charity begins at 
home. 

They had very great scope for showing 
forth and putting into practice true Rotary 
ideals. When people entered their service 
and spent the best part of their lives. with 
them, it was surely up to them to see thut 
they gave them a fair deal, and to endeavour 
to make the conditions of their employment 
as satisfactory as possible. If a man or 
woman was under-paid, ill-nourished or un- 
comfortable, or had anxiety on his or her 
mind, the best service could not be rendered. 
They should try to create a happy atmos- 
phere, and this could best be done by show- 
ing consideration for the needs of all, and 
by kindly courtesy. The comfort of the 
work-people was of much importance and 
value in their work. 

In conclusion, Mr. Jacob said that they all 
ought to cultivate a greater insight into the 
needs of others, and try to understand the 
other man’s point of view. They needed to 
have pana si and kindliness in all their 
dealings with their fellow-men, and 
guidance wisely to handle the various prob- 
lems that continually came before them. 
None of them could rightly gauge how far 
their influence and example might affect the 
lives of others. Let them, therefore, try to 
foster a spirt of co-operation in their own 
various callings, as it would lead to greater 
increased happiness in the 


daily routine of business life, and let them 
ever keep before them the golden rule— 
“Do unto others as ye would that they 
should do unto you.”’

POPULARITY OF THE 
PORTABLE. 


ITS USES IN WINTER. 


This summer, which all are loth to 
declare ended, has seen a great extension 
of use of portable gramaphones: The 
portables that were’ put on the market at 
the beginning of the summer showed a 
general improvement over earlier models 
in appearance—no small matter—cs well 
as in technical design. Up to a point— 
fixed by technical considerations as to 
resonance—the better models are efficient 
and satisfactory for a large class of 
records; and they are superior to a large 
proportion of ' table grands’’ sold a few 
years ago and still in use in thousands of 
homes. , | 

Indeed, apart from the requirements of 
people who use the gramaphone as a 
musical instrument, concentrate on records 
of classical music, and are critical with 
regard to quality of tone, there is only 
one reason why the portable machine pur- 
chased for the enlivening of summer out- 
ings and camps should not be used for 
domestic entertainment on winter evenings 
by the fireside. A portable machine in 
such circumstances would have the advan- 
tage that it can be placed on a small 
table, or even on a chair or stool, in a 
convenient position more or Tess within the 
family circle—a point of special bearing 
in houses where different rooms are used 
on different occasions 

As to lodgers, it has been said that the 
coming of the portable has changed life 
for thousands of them. 

The point against the use of a portable 
in what may be called stationary condi- 
tions is an economic one. It is a pity to

out on more generous lines. 

Numbers of people who have begun their 
gramaphone experience with a portable 
have made acquaintance in that way with 
the rich resources of the gramaphone 
record catalogues, and now desire to obtain 
reproduction of records of brilliant soloists 
and splendid orchestras with a degree of 
refinement as near as possible to per- 
fection. These, naturally, will wish to 

ass from the portable tó the 
standard full-capacity cabinet model, 
built to stand any amount of use. 
At the same time, they will appreciate 
the saving of the portable for occasions 
when only a _ portable can be : 
However good the reproduction to be 
obtained from a well-designed portable, it 
is not fair to them to expect them to stand 
the racket of a long winter's use and then 
to be fit for all the rigours of the road 
and the camp-stool next summer. 

Even in the winter, however, it is 
useful, very often, to have a portable as a 
second machine, to serve when, and 
where, it is not convenient to use the 
stationary instrument. On some sunny 
days lately, during the warmest part of 
the day, it has been possible to sit out of 
doors in a sheltered spot in the garden, 
and for an odd hour or two in such 
circumstances the apes ow has been the 
very thing. , In early spring again it will 
have a similar use. It has proved quite 
satisfactory, to one who expects of a 
gramaphone a high standard of musical 
purity and effect, with a great variety of 
records, including vocal and instrumental 
solos, as well as light music, such as the 
new Columbia records of Paul White- 
man’s orchestra. Although in practice it 
has been a bundle of ten-inch records that 
one has taken out with the machine on 
these occasions, twolve-inch records can be 
played. 

It must be added that the standard of 
value in portables is remarkably high. 
There are portables at five or six guineas, 
which are superior in many important 
respects to cabinet models offered at 


equal prices.
